Itwas 85,710,000 
in the last period under review, 
end had now risen to £5,790,000, 
A grest = part = of tthe 
incresea. waa due - to “the 
additional expendilure on muni- 
tions. Thers had yen an increase 
of over 81,000,000 day on the 
Army, Navy, snd munitions since 
the. beginning of the. finsnoial: 
year: Batit should be remem- 
bered that there wore 14 times aa’ 
many troops on the d.fferent 
fronts as there. were at the begin- 


‘ning of the ‘war, and -that the
